To His -Excellency Abraham Lincoln, 
President of the United .States: A few- 
grateful freed men, on this aim i versa i v ol 
their liberty, desire to send loPaesident 
Lincoln, as a New Year's offering, a small 
bale of cotton, the first fruit of their free- 
dom which they owe to him. 

lt has been doubted if the colored race 
could become self-supporting. Let one lit- 
tle colony speak tor itself. When < rem Jiu- 
tord aas u meet etj ul m add at HeleTia, In Sep- 
tember, 1S63, he found the town thronged 
with freed negroes, in every stage of desti- 
tution aud misery, and dying daily in large 
numbers. It was impossible to find em- 
ployment for all of them in town, and the 
General determined to remove some of 
them to Island No. ti-l, thirty-five miles be- 
low Helena, to see if it could be made a 
self-supporting colony, provided he could 
find any one willing to take charge of 
them. He proposed tome to do so. I con- 
sented, and on the 2t>th of November, 1 MS. 
embarked with about fifty for the island. 

They took with them only a few tents, 
axes, and rations for several weeks. As 
soon as they arrived, they began to cut 
wood for steamboats. A company of col- 
ored soldiers was stationed on the island by 
General Butler, for the protection of the 
colony, and also that passing steamboats 
might, without danger, supply themselves 
with" wood. In about three we^ks the col- 
onists began to pay for their rations, their 
axes, and other implements of labor. In 
the course of six weeks about two hundred 
more were added to their number. Very 
few of these went able-bodied men, capable 
of enlisting as soldiers ; but chiefly the old 
and feeble, the women and children. They 
worked faithfully at wood-cutting, and 
when the season for planting cotton arrived 
they were equally assiduous, and they have 
reaped the fruit in the successful cultiva- 
tion of about thirty bales of cotton, now 
ready for the market. They have bought 
ami tiaid for their gin-houses, machinery, 
Ac. They have built for themselves and 
their teachers comfortable log houses, each 
with its garden attached, in which tin v 
raise vegetables, not only for their own use, 
but to sell to the steamboats. 

They also liuislitid a substantial building, 
used as a church and school-house: a hospi- 
tal, whose furniture was given try the San- 
itary Society of St. Louis, and an jstirmarv, 
where the aged and decrepit) and young or- 
phan children are furnished a home. With 
all this stock in laud, and with their cotton, 
they now consider .themselves worth about 
&£i,000, and their estimate has been approv- 
ed by competent persons. They owe their 
success in a great measure to the constant 
protection and kindness of General Bulord, 
who has always been ready to advise and 
assist them. 

I might apologize for occupying your Ex- 
cellency's time with this history, and also 
tor the liberty we have taken in sending 
you this specimen of the willing labor of 
bands freed by your proclamation of two 
years ago, were I not assured that no one 
could feel more interest than yourself iu 
any project which may help to solve the 
great problem of the future of the colored 
race on this continent.

The "small fry" politicians and office- 
seekers ot this State in their scramble for 
office, have succeeded apparently in estab- 
lishing a Kentucky party in politics; the 
main ioalures cf which are opposition to 
the measures of the Government, denun- 
ciation of its chosen officers, and a marked 
tenderness toward rebels, their aiders and 
abettors. I notice in the Journal a call by 
ihe conservative National Union party ol 
the Second District for a Convention, to 
select a candidate for Congress. This call 
is rather suspicious. It seems to have ema- 
nated from members of the Legislature, 
aud not from the people; and in this hour of 
peril and confusion, the people wish to be 
heard all along the process of making 
public servants. They know but two 
parties— the Union and the rebel; and they 
are unable to perceive the propriety of the 
term conservative in its connection. They 
hold that Union men are the only true con- 
servatives, and that by preserving the 
I'nion, they uphold ail the great interests 
of the present and future generations. They 
therefore, while they hold it to be their duty 
and privilege to suggest the best measures, 
and discuss with care and anxiety all that 
may be proposed by others for the accom- 
plishment of this great end, yet submit 
cheerfully to the will of the majority when 
authoritatively expressed. They approve 
of no factious opposition to government, 
nor indirect indorsement] of the rebellion. 
They hold that offices were made for the 
benefit of the people, and not of office- 
holders, and they desire no conventions 
held to place them, in antagonism with the 
loyal peopleof the whole country. Iu short, 
the iveopleof Kentueky wish to wheel into 
line with the loyal people of the nation. If 
the conservatism the.se gentlemen speak of 
is of the Chicago species, the loyal people 
want none of it. It has been doomed to in- 
famy and death by the voice of the people; 
it has been weighed in the balance and 
found wanting; its fruits among us have 
been a wider spread rebellious feeling, and 
increased number of guerrillas, and 
guerrilla outrages. We want no more of 
this, and the gentlemen concerned in get- 
ting up the Convention would do the peo- 
ple a favor by informing them whether 
their conservatism is of the Chicago kind, 
or whether it is a Kentucky conservatism 
of a peculiar kind, gotten up for the sake of 
office.

One Hundred and ritteen Millions oT 
?-30s. 

1 From the Philadelphia Pies-, March lltb.l 

Nearly 115 millions of the popular 7-30 
Loan had been disposed of up to Saturday 
night last, and not more than 60 millions oi 
this particular loan yet remain. It will be 
borne in mind that the notes now sold have 
a little less than two aud a half years to 
run before they mature, when the valuable 
privilege occurs of their convertibility into 
5-20 bonds, which have five years to run 
from August 15, 18o7. It is generally be- 
lieved that our new and able Secretary, Mr. 
McCuIloch, favors the present popular sys- 
tem of distributing Government loans, as 
now familiar to the people. Therefore it is 
to be expected that, after the present issue 
of 7-:X)i is exhausted, the sale will be con- 
tinned upon a new issue, having a longer 
period to run before the valuable privilege 
of convertibility into 5-20 bonds occurs to 
them. The six hundred millions just au- 
thorized by Congress will probably, as far 
as needed, be raised from sales of the 7-30 
loan, divided up into three' or four 
series of issues — say 100,000,000 or 
1."jO^O0,000 each— the first series of one 
hundred and fifty millions maturing say 
one year later than the present old issue, 
and so on, making each series mature one 

J ear later than the previous one, and if 
olders required the loan to be paid at ma- 
turity, the demand could be met by re- 
ceipts from internal revenue and other 
sources. The subscription agent, while en- 
deavoring to dispose of the present issue aa 
rapidly as possible, does not wish to convey 
the idea that there will be no more of the 
7-30 loan, as Mr. McCuIloch will doubtless 
decide that the people shall be allowed to 
continue their subscriptions without chang- 
ing the nature of the loan further than to 
postpone the maturity of the issue to later 
periods. Some will regard those maturing 
at an earlier date with more favor; others, 
tegarding the probability of a speedy re- 
sumption of specie payments, will favor 
having longer time to run. 



The Rush to Missouri. 

The friends of the emancipation ordi- 
nance passed by the State Convention, ou 
the 11th of January, predicted rightly when 
they said that the success of the measure 
would witness a revival of emigration to 
this State. We need go no further than our 
own city to ascertain the increased value of 
property, the demand for dwellings, and 
the steady stream of capitalists pouring 
into Missouri, seeking farms and places of 
settlement. The copperheads have under- 
taken to misrepresent the true condition of 
the interior to many of the new comers, 
and we are, informed that a regular system 
is practiced of searching the hotels for par- 
ties who are en route to the interior, or tem- 
porarily stopping in the city on business 
oonnecte I with the purchase of land, and 
grossly exaggerating the troubles in the 
country, and the insecurity of life and prop- 
erty. These outrageous lies are the effect 
of a malicious spirit, which seeks to under- 
mine the real interests of the State to sub- 
serve the purposes of treason. We warn 
out friends from abroad to be on their guard 
against these harpies, and to discredit their 
statements jsj toto. They are unworthy 
Missourians, who are unable to live them- 
selves in the country on account of their 
open affiliation with bushwhackers, and 
consequently are opposed to the settlement 
of Union men near their old homes while 
the war lasts elsewhere. 

The creation of land agencies, real estate 
and emigration depots, by numerous par- 
lies, indicates the increasing demand for 
such services, and personal observation 
will satisfy the incredulous that the pros- 
pects of a large and beneficial emigration 
from the free States are very encouraging. 
As the rebels run ott', good honest Union 
men from Ohio, Pennsylvania and New 
England, will enter, and we are heartily 
glad to make the exchange. 

The evideuoe of an increasing activity in 
farms in North Missouri is more conclu- 
sive, if possible, than the experience here. 
We find the following in the Louisiana 
( Pike county) Journal of last Saturday : 

"We are informed that the counties bor- 
dering the North Missouri and Hannibal 
and St. Jo Railroads are swarming with 
land buyers from the Eastern and Middle 
Stub s. We are also told that some of them 
are making their appearance in our county. 
We met a gentleman from Pike county, Il- 
linois, last Sunday, who had been over here 
to purchase a farm for his son. He told us 
that lands were renting as high in his 
neighborhood as they were selling for in 
portions of this county. He thinks there will 
be numerous buyers here shortly. This 
gentleman was surprised at the low price of 
land here iu comparison with that just 
across the river. " 

The Legislation of the last session in re- 
gard to the extension of the North Missouri 
railroad is having its effect on the value ot 
land in that section. We have heretofore 
published a list of land sales in Clark and 
Adair counties, which showed an astonish- 
ing demand for eli Ible farms, particularly 
around Kirksville in the last named county. 
Probably more land has changed hands in 
these two counties in the last three months, 
than in -the four previous years. 

The same rush of emigrants to Northwest 
Missouri is anticipated as in other localities, 
and the St. Joseph Union of last Tuesday 
says: 

"On Sunday morning over five hundred 
passengers came in on the Hannibal train, 
the number being so great as to require ad- 
ditional cars to transport them. They were 
principally persons who were coming to 
Northwest Missouri in search of farms, and 
three car loads went up to Savannah on the 
train the same day. A number of gentle- 
men from Ohio remained in our city, who 
intend purchasing property iu this county 
for a large number who desire to come 
West, and for whom they are agents." 

These new comers are generally men of 
in. -aim— the exact sort of people needed to 
build up the interior of Missouri, and make 
the desolated fields along the border blos- 
som like the rose. We hail these predic- 
tions with great pleasure, and welcome the 
tide of emigration to our State as the .'ore- 
runner of the "good time coming." The 
inducements to enterprise offered in Mis- 
souri are unsurpassed ou the continent, 
and we sincerely believe the rush of settlers 
will continue until every county is densely 
inhabited and every acre of land is doubled 
in value.— [St. Louis Democrat.

Extract from a Private l etter. 

Wiumi-nuton, N. C, U. S., March, i. 
We left Alexandria Va., a few days after 
I wrote aud came by shipping to Fort Fish- I 
er. A few days, afterwards, we started in 
OOnj Q notion with the naval fleet up Cape 
Fear river— a heavy column of troops on 1 
either side of the river. One regiment lay j 
iu the rear of Fort Anderson while the fleet j 
reduced it by bombardment. I saw the 
w hole attack, and though nothing like the 
Ft. Fisher attack, it was grand, and after 24 
hours they evacuated intae night. We 
came up with the same force 10 miles below 
this place fortified with a deep stream to 
protect them. It took us a day to flank 
around them, which was done, resulting iu i 
capturing their l>attory and several hun- 
dred prisoners. We found every bridge | 
burned, bat at length got in sight of this 
place while they were burning their public 
works, the evening before they evacuated. | 
Brunswick river stopped us within two ' 
miles, but we could see what they were at. 
Heavy works on the Wilmington side had 
to be reduced before our troops could get 
up, but at length we came in and raised 
the stars and stripes on (he 22nd of Febru- 
ary. So strong were their works all the 
way up the river that nothing but a power- 
ful fleet could have overcome them. We 
found the rice plantations all deserted ex- 
cept by all negroes and children. The best 
oi every thing had been carried off. Wo 
marched without baggage, and when I got 
up here 1 was black w ith pine smoke and 
sleeping on the ground. The Nabobs here 
have generally left, but the mass of the 
people remain and are glad of Yankee rule. 
The whole town and country show that 
they have got their "rights." We have 
now a large army around here, and every 
thing looks like a move somewhere. The 
people have given np the struggle — say 
they want peace aud oread— are willing to 
do anything for greenhaekn. We have 
abundant evidence that North Carolina is 
ready to let Davis and Richmond Govern- 
ment go. She is to-day more loyal than 
Kentucky. 

Our prisoners have been coming in this 
week by thousands. Captain Arthur and 
another officer, whose name I do not recol- 
lect, captured with him, spent a day with 
us and have gone North. Such specimens 
of wretchedness— starved, naked and desti- 
tute—were never seen before in a civilized 
country. They came in on parole, in view 
because they could not 
longer.

In this number I promised to notice the 
reputed "mortality"' in this 
larly in the "liefugee Home. 

The general order of the camp is good. 
The general health is good. In the "Refu- 
gee Home," among hundreds of women 
and children, under present circumstances, 
we must expect sickness and death. 

I do not propose to defend the ward sys- 
tem. Wards do well for men who enjoy 
plenty of open-door exercise. They can 
leap into a bunk, sleep lor a night, then out 
and on the trainp again. 

But to gather one hundred and fifty chil- 
dren together into one ward is not well. 
The spread of infection, the effect of con- 
tinued noise ujm.u the nervous system, tin- 
depression of mind incident to the continu- 
ous spectacle of disease aud death— all are 
unfriendly to health and happiness. Health 
and happiness will be iu proportion to our 
approach to the family relation. The pres- 
ent wards can now be sub-divided and 
found very useful. . 

Neat, substantial cottages are now being 
erected in which small companies of eight 
or teu persons can be comfortably situated. 
Often one natural family will be found com- 
prising this number. 

But we especially notice that the past and 
much of the present mortality is not to bt 
ascribed to the ward system About the 
beginning of winter, in an extreme "OoM 
snap," some three or four hundred of this 
women and children were thrown out of 
camp, without food, with nothingto shelter 
their bodies but what little was then on 
them— they were Uiimped down along lite 
highways, or along the streets of the neigh- 
bor! eg towns, this cold weather. Mm-, 
thus contracted disease from which th. V 
never recovered; and from which thev 
would have died, even under most fa\ ni 
ble circumstances. 

Again, many of these women and chil- 
dren have come from the homes of cruel 
masters, with but little to cover their bo Ires 
and shelter them from the cold and ram. 
Traveling as they did by night, and wan- 
dering iu fields and woods so as to ©si ipj 
cruel pursuers, they contracted diseas s 
from which they have never recovered. The. 
flight of these fugitive's, has leeen in th - s, ; - 
son of the year most inclement, aud into v. 
"home" just in the beginning of erec ion. 
and dependent upon the charities of the 
world for clothingand coa forts. In • slave 
State, where a large portion of the peopli 
are calloused in their feelings bvtl; 
teuce of slavery, these comforts— even ne- 
cessities—for restoration to health are bin 
fm. 

The dread mortality incident to (he sud- 
den and exposed transition, is to lei 
uted not so much to freedom nor the KefUge 
Home, but to the cruelties and meauius. ol 
slavery. Let us wipe away the cause, and 
we will have none of these sad effects.

An Act to provide waj s and means for th.- 
support of the government- 

Be it enacted by the Senate and HfrMifi OJ 
Representatives of the Vniteil States i>f I 
tea tn Congress assembled. That the Se.-r. 
tary of the Treasury be, and he is hereby, 
authorized to borrow, from time to time, on 
the credit of the United States, in addition 
to the amounts heretofore authorized, any I 
sums not exceeding in the aggregate six 
hundred millions o; dollars, and to tmm 
therefor bonds or treasury notes of tin- 
United States, in such form as he may pre- 
scribe; and so much thereof as may be is- ! 
sued in bonds shall be of denominations 
not less than fifty dollars, and may be made 
payable at any period not more than forty 
years from date of issue, or may be made 
redeemable, at the pleasure of the govern- 
ment, at or alter any period not less than 
five years nor more than forty years from 
date, or may be made redeemable and pay- 
able as aforesaid, as may be. expressed up- 
on their face; and so much thereof as may 
be issued in treasury notes may be made 
convertible into any bonds authorized by 
this act, and may be of such denominations 
— not less than fifty dollars — and bear such 
dates and be made redeemable or payable 
at such periods as in the opiniou of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury may be deemed ex- 
pedient. And the interest on such bonds 
shall be payable semi-annually; and on 
treasury notes authorized by this act 
the interest may be made payable 
semi-annually, or annually, or at ma- 
turity thereof, and the principal, or 
interest, or both, may be made payable in 
coin or in other lawful money: Ana* . 
That the rate of interest ou any such bonus, 
or treasury notes, when payable in coin, 
shall not exceed six per centum per an- 
num; and when not payable in coin shall 
not exceed seven and throe-tenths per cen- 
tum per anuum; and the rate and charac- 
ter of interest shall be expressed on all 
such bonds or treasury notes: And profil- 
ed, further. That tho act entitled "An act to 
provide ways and means for the support ot 
the government, and for other purp<»» •>, 
approved June thirtieth, eighteen bundled 
and sixty-four, shall be so construed as to 
authorize* the issue of I Minds of any des- 
cription authorized by this act. And any 
treasury notes or other obligations bearin'v; 
interest, issued under any act of Congress, 
may, at the discretion of the Secretary ol 
the Treasury, and with the consent of the 
holder, be converted into any description oi 
bonds authorized by this act; and no bouds 
so authorized shall be considered a part of 
the amount of six hundred millions here- 
inbefore authorized. 

SEC. 2. .l/id db it further enacted. Thai 
the Secretary of the Treasury may dispose 
ot any of the bonds or other obligations is- 
sued under this act, either in the United 
States or elsewhere, in such manner, and 
at such raies, and under such conditions, as 
he may think advisable, for coin, or for 
other lawful money of the United States, 
or for any treasury notes, certificates of in- 
debtedness, or certilicates of deposit, or oth- 
er representatives of value, which have 
been or may be issued under any act of 
Congress; and may, at his discretion, issue 
bonds or treasury notes authorized by this 
act, in payment for any requisitions tor 
materials or supplies which shall have been 
made by the appropriate department or 
offices upon the Treasury of the I nu. I 
States, on receiving notice in writing 
through the department or office making 
the requisition, that the owner of tire claim 
for which the requisition is issned desires 
to subscribe for an amount of loan that will 
cover said requisition, or any part thereof; 
and all bonds or other obligations issued 
under this act shall be exempt from taxa- 
tion by or under State or municipal au- 
thority. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That all 
the provisions of the act entitled "An act 
to provide ways and means for the support 
of the Government, aud for other pur- 
poses," approved June thirtieth, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-four, iu relation to 
forms, inseriptions, devices, and the print- 
ing attestation, sealin«, sigumg. and coun- 
terfeiting thereof, with such others as are 
applicable, shall apply to the bonds and 
other obligations issued under this act: 
Provided, That uothing herein contained 
shaU be construed as authorizing the issue 
of legal tender notes in any form; and a 
sum, not exceeding one per centum of the 
amount of bonds and other obligations is- 
sued under this act, is hereby appropriated 
to pay the expense of preparing aud issu- 
ing the same, and disposing thereof.

Emancipation and Prosperity. 

We invite particular attention to an arti- 
cle from tbe St. Louis Democrat on tbe 
increase of emigration to the State of Mis- 
souri consequent upon emancipation. It 
will be found on our first page. Its im- 
port to tbe citizens of Kentucky cannot be 
too carefully pondered. The picture there 
presented is exactly the reverse of what 
is transpiring here. Tbe current is all in 
the other direction with us. Loyal men, 
brave, earnest, enterprising men of large 
business capacity as well as others of less 
pretensions are leaving Kentucky almost 
daily. Aud no Inconsiderable amount of 
wealth goes with them. Why is this? The 
itnmedUmn cause is two-fold. On the one 
band is tbe uncertain condition, or rather 
the certain icrrck < f labor in the State. On 
the other is the peril that besets all enter- 
prises outside the well-guarded towns from 
guerrilla invasions. 

Both these conditions, as now presented 
in Kentucky, are directly connected with 
the institution of slavery. The pro-slavery 
fanatics of the State are the rebels of the 
S ate. We know that a good many men 
who are pro-slavery deny all sympathy 
with tiie rebellion, and deny it with much 
vehemence and some cursing. But this fact 
the most impudent hypocrisy dare not deny, 
viz: that all the treason in the State is given 
..ver with unreserved and utter devotion to 
this demoralizing and destructive 
tion. It is safe to say that not one 
pationist is a rebel. Pro-slavery men at 
best therefore are in foul company, and have 
no right to complain or be surprised if the 
suspicion of treason taints their repute 1 
loyalty. But pro slavery rt-Uls again have 
furnished the stimulus, the shelter, and the 
base of guerrilla warfare. 

Such a career of robbery as that which 
has devaited the Sta'e for these many 
months, producing apprehension, distress 
and the paralysis of all enterprise, in large 
sections of it, could not have 
forward but for this infamous 
ment. This fact also will not be denied. 
Now, whatever individual exceptions there 
may be, the general truth holds, that the 
loj-alty of a given district is inversely pro- 
portioned to its pro-slavery sentiment. Pro- 
slavery fauaticism and devotion to country 
are at opposite ends of the balance. As the 
one goes up the other goes down. Loyal 
men in regions infested by guerrillas are 
unanimous in the declaration that their 
greatest fear is occasioned by the proximity 
of rebel neighbors. And these rebel neigh- 
bors are tbe men who are most aillieted at 
the lawlessness of the Constitutional amend- 
ment, and at the " high-handed " measures 
by which their "solemn constitutional guar- 
antees" are stricken down. Such is the in- 
disputable relation now existing between 
slavery in Kentucky aud its internal dis- 
turbances. 

Is it any wonder then that the friends of 
freedom and lovers of country clear out? Is 
it any wonder that outsiders stay out? So 
long as Kentucky bugs this viper, slavery, 
to her breast, so long mu>t she feel and 
suffer from its eting -which is treason .' If 
slavery is not treason in its entireuess, and 
in detail, neither is the viper all sting. But 
the sting is planted in the body, and de- 
rives its nourishment aud its venom from 
the juices of the body. Aud if torn from 
iu organic connections another may grow 
in its place. Death, and not surgery, is the 
only sensible treatment for Buch reptiles. 

Let the reader mark this; there will be no 
immigration to Kentucky, nor even cessa- 
tion of the emigration out of it, no fresh 
quickening of our prosperity, and no re- 
gaining of what is already lost, till slavery 
is dead and buried. It needs no prophet to 
see this. The relations of cause aud effect 
in the case are too visible to be overlooked 
by the most casual observer. Men who 
would be disposed to come hither and settle 
will reason most naturally and logically 
thus: a people that can hang on with dog- 
ged obstinacy to sucb an institution as 
slavery spite ot the treason, crimes, and 
perils it has engendered, after it has ceased 
to be profitable, ceased to be anything but 
an intolerable nuisance and burden, 
and after its doom i s sealed beyond a 
pcradventure, such a people they will say 
cannot be a desirable one to settle amongst. 
It is in vain to attempt meeting such an 
objection by argument. 

It is gross blindness not to see the active 
operation of the objection. Shall Kentucky 
slump down thus into helpless imbecility 
and self contempt, to gratify a wbi in that 

that has lost its bold upon mercenary pas- 
sions and that now derives its sole support 
from malignant or traitor hearts?

It 
sag* tin> de l en a eS which the rebels aban- 
dened are Of S very powerful description 
end could have been held by Bragg's com- 
aland fox an iudL-linite time had mere been 
no other enemy to threaten them than Scho- 
tleld. The defenses consisted of two lines 
of works. The outer Hue was situated upon 
the northern hank of tho Southwest creek 
aud extended across the road leading 
to Kingston and into the swamps. Upon 
each side were four guns, and, when they 
were manned, they swept the road and 
could have annihilated any approaching 
column. Flanking these works waa out of 
the question, as the ground was impassable, 
either as to the right h-jnd or left. The sec- 
ond line was constructed upon the north- 
ern bank of Neusw river, immediately 
around tho city, and waa still stronger tha'u 
the first. 

The town could have been held by the 
Cebelfi had not tholr rear been garrisoned 
before our advance by the 67th North Car- 
Molina regiment, who were reinforced bv 
Hoke's division aud a portion of Gen. 
Hill's troonfe 

Upon the evacuation by the rebels al tho 
arms and munitions of war were taken 
along, except two guns dismounted upon 
the river line of works and a large quanti- 
ty of ammunition which was left in the 
bomb-proofs. 

Tho inhabitants have nearly all remain- 
ed in the town. Deserters come in rapidly. 
They report Bragg's troops in retreat Q>> 
rect to Ralefjgh. This is confirmed by iu- 
habitants of Kingston.
